Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 
1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Applicant also argues that the cited combination of references requires that an image must be 
scanned N times to obtain data of one image since Marcu et aL discloses that the width of the time gate for fluorescence measurement is 
5 nsec at column 7, line 38. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, 
it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., to obtain a fluorescence decay curve with one excitation) are not recited in 
the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Moreover, Marcu et al. state (column 7, lines 49- 
55) that "The program allows for: fast recording in one scan of both steady-state and time-resolved fluorescence spectra; selection of 
wavelength range and scanning wavelength steps; direct recording of fluorescent pulse integrated area; repeated recording at desired 
wavelengths; and scanning for identification of the wavelengths of fluorescence emission". Therefore, Marcu et al. expressly teach 
obtaining a time-resolved fluorescence spectra in one scan.
